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Dixie Voters Face $1.6 Million Bond Issue 


A $1,600.000 bond issue to 
finance new schools in Dixie 
School District over the next 
five years will be asked of the 
district’s voters in Tuesday’s 
election. 
The authorization must pass 
by two-thirds vote. 
If it fails 
to do so, it will be the first 
such failure in Dixie District’s 
history. 
The district has just issued 
the last of $950,000 in bonds 
authorized by voters in 1955, 
said Supt. Dennie B. Willis. 
That amount kept Dixie at its 
maximum legal bonded indebt­ 


edness over the eight years. 
The $1,600,000 authorization is 
expected to do the same for the 
next five years. 
Besides the bond issue, the 
district has spent state loan 
money to build six schools 
since 1954 and purchase land 
for two more that are now on 
the drawing boards. 
The bond issue will not in­ 
crease tax rates, Willis said. 
The reason is that the state 
loan formula provides for re­ 
duction in loan retirement pay­ 
ments when districts must in­ 
crease bond payments. 
Also, 


some of the first bonds sold 
will be paid off by the time the 
new bonds are drawing inter­ 
est. 
The tax rate this year is $2.82 
per $100 assessed valuation. 
All Parent-Teacher groups in 
the district have endorsed the 
proposed bond issue, and Su­ 
perintendent Willis said he has 
not discovered any organized 
opposition to it. 
Willis said the district has 
been growing at the rate of 300 
to 400 new pupils a year, and 
he expects it to contiune at that 
rate. 


The 1.6 million dollars will 
be needed, first, to build three 
new’ schools by January of 
1965.

SACRAMENTO W— The bill 
to boost California school aid 
by 125.5 million dollars next 
year is on its way to the econ­

tion Committee. 
Only one no vote was heard 
at the climax of a three and 
one-half hour hearing yester­ 
day before an overflow audi­ 
ence of 5,000, most of whom 
remained until the 11:15 vote. 
Assemblyman John L. E. Col­ 
lier (R-Los Angeles) opposed 
the measure.

The 126.5 million dollars in 
his bill would come from 101.5 
million dollars in aid channel­ 
ed to local school districts from 
state funds, and 25 million dol­ 
lars raised in the districts by 
a countywide tax system. 


The governor's proposal asks 
only 30 million dollars in ad­ 
ded state aid, plus the 25 mil­ 
lion dollars from the county- 
wide tax. He has declared he 
won t accept the Crown bill 
without the countywide tax 


idea which was rejected in 
1961. 
The countywide tax system 
would require each property 
tax payer to pay at least $1.10 
per each $100 assessed valua­ 
tion for school aid. It would 
result in increasing the tax 
payments of a minority, how­ 
ever, since most Californians 
already fork over school taxes 
higher than $1.10. 
The extra 25 million dollars 
raised would be taken from so 
called “ rich” districts and giv­ 
en to “ poor” districts in the 
same county.

ATHENS, Greece MB—Easter 
is the most colorfu l of Greek 
holid ay s. And th e Lenten sea­ 
son that preced es it opens new 
v istas for gou rmets. 
This y ear Greeks will cele­ 
brate th eir Orthod ox Easter 
April 14 , the same Su nd ay as 
the rest of the Christian world . 
Normally they lag by sev eral 
weeks. 
Throu gh the 4 8 d ay s of Lent 
th ere is fasting. 


Fo r the mo nks o f Mo unt 
Atho s and o ther mo nasteries 
that do t this Mediterranean 
co untry , it means a diet o f 
hardly any thing but bo iled 
dandelio ns and wild mo un­ 
tain grass. 


For others th ere are gastro­ 
nomic d elights. 
A ty pical menu for fasting 
Greeks for Clean Mond ay , as 
th e first d ay of Lent is called , 
consists of d ishes fu lly ap­ 
prov ed by the 12-member Holy 
Sy nod , ru ling 
bod y of the 
Greek Orthod ox Chu rch. 
The d ishes are u su ally cold 
and can easily be packed into a 
picnic basket for th e family 
sortie into th e 
cou ntry sid e. 
They mu st consist of plants or 
blood less creatu res. This ex ­ 
clu d es fish as well as meat, 
pou ltry and eggs. 


A Frenchman, hearing this 
while v isiting Greece at the 
beginning o f Lent, fro wned 
and prepared himself fo r the 
wo rst. 


His Greek host serv ed him 
v ine leav es stu ffed with rice, 
black and green oliv es, cav iar, i 
boiled crab and lobster and 
oy sters and clams. This was 
followed by octopu s a la mar- 
sala, baby squ id fried in oliv e 
oil. hearts of lettu ce and spring 
onions and fish roe paste to be 
eaten with crisp, brown u n­ 
leav ened bread named lagana. 
Chilled 
white 
wine 
was 
serv ed , and to top the meal, 


th ere was d essert consisting of 
halv ah with almond s, raisins 
and shaltsou nia — c r e s c e nt- 
shaped concoctions of mashed 
almond s and su gar sprinkled 
with rosewater and powd ered 
with su gar icing. 


The 
Frenchman 
wav ed 
away fruit salad, and sighed: 
“ Oue, a pity that Lent lasts 
o nly 4 8 day s.” 


After gorging themselv es on 
the opening of Lent, the Greeks 
generally eat no meat on Wed ­ 
nesd ay s and Frid ay s and the 
religiou s fast seriou sly d u ring 
the Holy Week. Most Greeks 
eat nothing on Good Frid ay . 
The ev ening of Good Frid ay 
th ere are religiou s processions 
from ev ery parish chu rch. The 
parish priest, attired in robes 
and mitre, is followed by a 
gild ed , flower-bed ecked cu pola 
u nd er which lies a white cloth, 
embroid ered with the bod y of 
Christ in gold . 


Behind the religiou s proces­ 
sion trail the people, hold ing 
lighted cand les. 


The mo st co lo rful o f these 
pro cessio ns takes place in 
Athens, when members o f 
the 
Greek 
ro y al 
family , 
Greek go v ernment leaders 
and diplo matic co rps, attend 
serv ices at the cathedral with 
the Ortho do x prelate presid­ 
ing.

To make the Air Force more 
attractiv e as a career field the 
attitu d e toward specialists is 
changing, Jones say s. 
In the 
past th ere was little room for 
the specialist on the promotion 
lad d er. He was confined to his 
specialty and within th at spe­ 
cialty there was room for only 
so many generals, colonels and 
other ranks. 
“In the past an officer was 
ex pected to be qu alified for 
any job.” Jones said . 
“Bu t

Stones- 
town did not scu ttle San Fran­ 
cisco, and thou gh the Empor­ 
iu m bu ilt a new store in one 
it also started to negotiate re­ 
newal of its lease with the 
Parrott Estate in the other long 
before the ex piration date.

Northgate firm that the major 
occu pants 
of 
the 
Stanford 
Shopping Center in Palo Alto 
shou ld be looked u pon as rep­ 
resenting potential tenants at 
Northgate. It's logical to as­ 
su me, 
therefore, 
that 
su ch 
names as Roos-Atkins, Hast­ 
ings, 1. Magnin, Joseph Magnin, 
Macy ’s, Lerner and others are 
on the probability list. 
Bu t Univ ersity Av enu e in 
Palo Alto (thou gh wider than 
San Rafael’s Fou rth Street) is 
still a bu sy thorou ghfare and

of 
neither 
! shopping opportu nities nor cu s­ 
tomers. 
In spite of all its drawbacks, 
downtown San Rafael is still 
a habit and conv enience spot 
for many Marinites. Merchants 
shou ld 
not 
be 
complacent 
abou t it and the competitiv e 
I challenge from Northgate may 
be ju st what is needed. 
It’s 
still possible 
to hold on to a 
good share of the retail bu si­ 
ness when thou sands of people 
walk by their stores ev ery day 
by making v alu es and bu y ing 
attractiv e to them. 


SURFWOOD 
ESTATES, 
a 
640-acre area sou th of Ru ssian 
¡ Gu lf State Park and fronting 
on the Mendocino Cou nty coast 
is being dev eloped in one-acre 
residental sites by a Marin 
grou p made u p of Leslie Hood, 
Dav id Van Pelt, Felix Warbu rg, 
Francis Newton, John Rock­ 
well, Leslie Smith, Joseph Bu r­ 
ton and H. Nicholas Cam.

In support of this Miss Pres- j 
ley said no more than $90 a 
month per payment could be 1 
added to the state's intended 
May 1 rates of $219 per month 
per patient for basic care, $272 
for extensive care. No Marin 
nursing home is likely to qual- 


ify for the full $90, she added. 
‘‘Few will keep extensive 
care patients here at that rate, 
few if any will keep basic 
care patients,” said Miss Pres­ 
ley, explaining that most Ma­ 
rin welfare patients fall into 
the “basic” category. The gen­ 
erally accepted Marin County 
minimum for such category is 
$350 a month. 
“So we’re really not much 
better off after all,” comment­ 
ed Supervisor Peter Behr. “It’s 
illusory so far as we're con­ 
cerned.” 
Then Fusselman nailed down

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Dixie Voters Face $1.6 Million Bond Issue 


A $1,600.000 bond issue to 
finance new schools in Dixie 
School District over the next 
five years will be asked of the 
district’s voters in T uesday’s 
election. 
The authorization m ust pass 
by two-thirds vote. 
If it fails 
to do so, it will be the first 
such failure in Dixie District’s 
history. 
The district has just issued 
the last of $950,000 in bonds 
authorized by voters in 1955, 
said Supt. D ennie B. Willis. 
That am ount k ep t Dixie at its 
maximum legal bonded indebt­ 


edness over the eight years. 
The $1,600,000 authorization is 
expected to do the same for the 
next five years. 
Besides the bond issue, the 
district has spent state loan 
m oney to 
build 
six schools 
since 1954 and purchase land 
for two m ore that are now on 
the draw ing boards. 
The bond issue will not in ­ 
crease tax rates, Willis said. 
The reason is th a t the state 
loan form ula provides for re ­ 
duction in loan retirem ent pay­ 
m ents w hen districts m ust in­ 
crease bond payments. 
Also, 


som e of the first bonds sold 
will be paid off by the tim e the 
new bonds are draw ing inter­ 
est. 
The tax rate this y ear is $2.82 
p e r $100 assessed valuation. 
All Parent-T eacher groups in 
the district have endorsed the 
proposed bond issue, and Su­ 
p e rintend en t Willis said he has 
not discovered any organized 
opposition to it. 
Willis said the district has 
been growing at the rate of 300 ' 
to 400 new pupils a year, and 
he expects it to contiune at that 
rate.

A smaller parcel, the 
Bedecarrax property, is being 
negotiated for by trustees. 


Trustees said they would 
prefer to keep the amount of 
the bond issue in the neighbor­ 
hood of $300,000 and that they 
prefer a special election to a 
general or regular city elec­ 
tion. Councilman George Black- 
well said he would not vote to 
set it for special election but 
gave no reason why. 


Bonn Emmons, library arch­ 
itect, reported that the cost to 
build the library is $230,000, 
which is lower than originally 
estimated at $280,000. The 11,- 
655 square foot building would 
cost $230,000 at today’s prices. 
Added to this would be $30,- 
000 for site work and land­ 
scaping, $25,000 for furniture, 
$28,000 for fees for architect, 
landscape architect and land­ 
scape contractor and $1,200 for 
testing materials and soil. This 
would total 
$314,000 which 
might be reduced to $300,000 
with the proposed sale of the 
old library at about $20,000.

Tam Tax 
Measure 
Outlined 


The Tamalpais Union High 
School District tax measure on 
next Tuesday’s ballot is for re­ 
tention of its $1.90 per $100 
assessed valuation for opera­ 
tional expenses. 
With 34 cents in override 
taxes for bond payment, per­ 
sonnel retirem ent and commu­ 
nity services, the total district 
tax rate currently is $2.24. 
The $1.90 operational rate 
will fall to $1.25 on June 30, 
1964, if the measure fails. 
In turn the $1.25 rate would 
fall to 75 cents (the legal min­ 
imum under state law without 
voter approval) 
on June 30, 
1965. 
V o t e r s of the district ap­ 
proved raising the operational 
tax rate to $1.25 eight years 
ago for a 10-year period. 
The district found the $1.25 
rate 
insufficient, said board 
chairman Delman D. Smith, 
and in 1959 the voters ap­ 
proved an increase to the pres­ 
ent $h90 for five years. 
Smith said the district after 
four years with the $1.90 rate 
has found it “a reasonable rate 
in accordance with the kind of 
program we wish to conduct, 
the enrollment growth in our 
high schools and the inflation­ 
ary factor.” 
District officials said they 
are conducting the tax-reten- 
tion 
campaign 
more than a 
year before the current rate 
would expire so as ‘‘not to be 
caught 
short.” 
Smith 
gave 
three reasons: 
1. This is a year in which by 
state law school elections are 
being held in April and June 
without special authorization. 
2. “A matter of caution. If the 
measure should fail this year 
we could try again next year 
before the rate would expire 
and force us to curtail our pro­ 
gram.” 
3. “If we win retention of 
the rate this year, it will assist 
us in advance 
budget 
plan­ 
ning.”

L. C. Craigie, director of the 
smog burner program, said a 
special test station has been set 
up at Hawthorne. 
The facil­ 
ity will increase the capacity 
and time available to the state 
in its testing program, he said 
The “smog burner.” known 
as the AMF/chromalloy, is a 
direct flame afterburner. 
It 
mixes air with the exhaust 
gases, which are then ignited 
and burned at high tempera­ 
tures, 
thus 
reducing 
smog 
forming contaminants.

Mill Valley Streets 
'Should Be Open' 


Neighborhood streets in Mill 
Valley—all streets—should be 
kept open and passable. 
This was the last word, made 
by Councilman George D. Mon- 
ardo, at a hearing last night 
before the 
Mill Valley 
City 
Council on the a sub-commit­ 
tee report on “neighborhood 
streets.” M a y o r Joseph E. 
Sheeks had already said 
“we 
will maintain streets we have 
always maintained to the ex­ 
tent of the funds we have avail­ 
able.” 
The council took no action to 
adopt the report and continued 
discussion to April 25. At that 
time. Sheeks said, the council 
may have had time lo look into 
the preliminary 195.3-64 budget 
which he said, according to 
City Mgr. A. E. Almcrants’ cal­ 
culations, faces us with a pos­ 
sible 23 per cent increase in 
the tax rate. 
Only 
Councilman 
Michael 
Wornum supported the sub­ 
committee’s report insofar as 
believing the city could afford 
to contribute five or 10 cents 
in tax money to a fund to im­ 
prove streets through property 
owner assessment districts. 
“Basically the city’s function 
is fire, police and streets.” said 
Wornum. But Sheeks counter­ 
ed saying “I question whether 
or not we will find funds to do 
this.” 
Wornum, a co-author of the 
report, also suggested elimi. 
nating alphabetical 
categories 
for streets and suggested that 
when an “A” street (one with 
improvements and accepted by 
the city) deteriorates to a “B” 
street (one unimproved and not 
accepted) people on the street 
should chin in and repair it. 
Now the city must repair them. 
Monardo argued for retain­ 
ing “A” through “D” categor­ 
ies and said 
“Let’s 
maintain 
streets, 
keep them open and 
travelable, watch drainage and 
see w'hat happens in one year.” 
He also suggested 
a 
review 
every three or four years to 
get up a pattern of repairs. 
“It’s fair to set up a program 
of maintenance, I think.” said 
Monardo, “Where these streets

Lake Berryessa Features Boating, 


Fishing, Swimming And Recreation 


Lake Berryessa is 24 miles north of Napa. If you 
leave Marin County early in the morning, you’ll be 
launching your boat in approximately two hours. Before 
the trek home, you’ll have a long day’s enjoyment — 
especially with the happy advent of daylight saving 
again. 
Or, if you’re 
a 
weekend 
camper, you’ll find good facili­ 
ties for overnighting or pic­ 
nicking. Those more sophisti­ 
cated can rent motels, cottages 
or mobile h o m e s . 
Restau­ 
rants, grocery and bait sup­ 
plies are handy, too. 
This lake holds an “eeny- 
meeny-miny-mo” v a r i e t y of 
fish. 
If you don’t own a boat 
but love this facet of the fun, 
just rent a craft and equip­ 
ment. 


ON THE lake front we came 
upon a straw-hatted, elderly 
man and his wife. They were 
skinning catfish. Here was a 
chance to ask about the area. 
Washing his knife blade, he 
started the conversation. “Wife 
and I used to live right over 
there.” He p o i n t e d , but it 
seemed to us that he was indi­ 
cating a spot in the middle of 
the lake. 
“Dad’s telling you the honest 
truth,” the tanned fisher-lady 
insisted. She put the fish into a 
portable ice chest. “Our old 
place is down under, good and 
deep. 
I 
guess 
you 
haven’t 
heard how it all happened, 
though. 
Even the town of 
Monticello is down there in 
the weeds and fish . , . post 
office . . .store . . . every­ 
thing’s gone— ” 


SUDDENLY the sun felt less 
warm as the wind of rem em ber­ 
ing blew with an eerie chill. 
It started in 1955. Newspapers, 
magazines and television spoke 
of the huge federal water rec­ 
lamation project. 
Monticello 
dam was to be started. It would 
form a lake 22 miles long, and 
two and one-half to three miles 
wide, with 165 miles of shore­ 
line. 
At first these long-time 
residents wouldn’t believe they 
had to evacuate. Next they 
firmly resisted. But finally they 
became resigned, 
and 
taking 
their government checks, fast­ 
ened down their suitcases and 
trucked out their possessions. 
Three years later the dam 
was completed. W ater from 
Putah Creek, its tributaries 
and some lesser run-offs soon 
over ran their banks. W ater 
crept 
first 
over 
pastures, 
through areas where formerly 
fruit orchards and yellow-lich- 
ened rail fences had been. It 
flowed in requiem over con­ 
crete foundations— all that was 
left of the buildings—until it 


reached the approved level on 
the face of the dam. 
To paraphrase an old saying, 
it's an ill-wind that blows no 
blessing at all. Now it is a boat­ 
e r’s paradise. The valley is 
warm, making ideal skiing con­ 
ditions. The boater should take 
note though, 
that 
only the 
western and southern shores 
are dedicated to public recrea­ 
tion. At the present time, the 
other shores are restricted to 
private use only. 
If you haven’t already done 
so this year, you must register 
your boat before launching. 
Napa County has set a fee of $3 
for the year. This can be pur­ 
chased at Lake Berryessa Park 
Headquarters, or at any resort. 
Boat launching will be found 
at all resorts, but the one at 
Putah Creek is exceptionally 
wide with a nice easy grade. 
The creek can be explored to 
an approximate distance of 10 
miles. Many fishermen seem to 
particularly approve this area. 
THE SHORE-PADDLER who 
gradually infiltrates into the 
water for a swim won’t like it 
overly much. Fast boats stir up 
the sediment and it’s a bit 
slimy. Diving from a boat or a 
board further out though, is 
perfect. Imported sand may 
eventually find its way here as 
it has with other areas. 
During season, fire permits 
are a must. In a few areas, they 
are not granted. All fishing 
spots are marked 5 to 15 mph. 
Swimming places are well-de­ 
fined. Napa County has also 
an established and efficient 
lake patrol. 
We 
wondered 
about 
the 
winds on the lake, getting an 
answer from Bob Cooper of 
San Rafael. “All big bodies of 
water whip it up now and then. 
This one’s no exception. They 
come up mostly late afternoon 
or just before sundown . . . 
sometimes all night. I lay lis­ 
tening, and it sounds like the 
ocean . . . goes down around 
dawn. 
TO GET TO Lake Berryessa 
from San Rafael, go north on 
Highway 101 taking the Black- 
point cut-off, then the Sears 
Point cut-off that takes you 
past Napa on Hwy. 37. Keep on 
to 
Muscowite 
Corners 
that 
junctions with Hwy. 128. From 
that point on there are plenty 
of signs to get you into the 
resort area.

No Formula For Marriage 


TORONTO W — There’s no 
cut and dried formula for a 
successful marriage, but a real­ 
istic look at the practicalities, 
responsibilities and necessary 
adjustments will help. 


This is the feeling of the So­ 
cial Planning Council of Metro­ 
politan Toronto which is con­ 
ducting an experimental com­ 
munity-wide non-denomination- 
al marriage education program 
for t h o s e “just m arried” or 
“thinking about it.” 


HAROLD C. K N I G H T, in 
charge of the program, says he 
is amazed at the num ber of 
first year marriages “that go on 
the rocks because people have 
no idea of what they are get­ 
ting into.” 


The six-session course in­ 
cludes discussion by experts of 
the social changes affecting 
marriage today, the relation­ 
ship of the family in the com­ 
munity, personality, emotions, 
finances and h o m e manage­ 
ment as well as medical knowl­ 
edge. 


BARBARA 
CHISHOLM, 
a 
Toronto social worker partici­ 
pating in the program, de­ 
scribed the period before and 
in the early months of mar­ 
riage as “a very vulnerable 
time at which it not easy to 
sit back and coolly analyze,” 


Yet that is the very time a 
couple should decide exactly 
what they expect from their 
new relationship and whether 


or not this agrees with what 
they expect from life in gen­ 
eral, she said. 


“OUR SOCIETY has oversold 
romance frightfully—taken it 
out of balance. Marriage takes 
work, not romance.” 
Many young girls who com­ 
plain they are bored and have 
lost interest in their marriage 
are just hiding the fact that 
they don’t have the practical 
skills, such as knowing how to 
wax floors and make casse­ 
roles, Miss Chisholm has dis­ 
covered through her work. 


SHE ALSO SAID “marriage 


is not postponed for economic 
reasons the way it once was.” 
Young couples feel they have 
to have everything—furniture, 
car and all the other things 
which make life easy—right 
away, and the pressure from 
this feeling often leads to trou­ 
ble in early marriage. 
Mary Jury, a social worker 
with Toronto’s Family Service 
Assn., has found that “because 
there are so many intereultur- 
al, religious and racial marri­ 
ages today, young couples often 
cannot use their parents’ mar­ 
riages, no matter how happy, as 
a pattern for their own.”

THE HAGUE W—1The prin­ 
cess will be different on this 
visit to the United States. 
Four years ago Crown Prin­ 
cess Beatrix confessed to news­ 
men during a tour of New 
York: “My hands tremble when 
I read a speech.” 
NOW she’s a self-confident, 
poised young woman. Outward­ 
ly at least, there is nothing jit­ 
tery these days about the fu­ 
ture Dutch queen 
when 
she 
makes public appearances. 
On this trip she’ll visit Japan, 
stop briefly at Hawaii, and then 
go on to the United States and 
Canada. She’s resuming a trip 
cut short last year by the death 
of her grandmother, the late 
Queen Wilhelmina. 
BEATRIX is keenly interest­ 
ed in foreign lands and peo­ 


ples, and like her father, Prince 
Bernhard, she loves to travel. 
On the eve of her departure, 
she ordered a briefing at her 
home for a small group accom­ 
panying her to Japan and as­ 
tounded them with her know­ 
ledge of the history, 
culture 
and religions of this country. 
She takes pain in studying 
the problems 
of 
developing 
countries and sponsors Euro­ 
pean youth groups which pre­ 
pare for work in the newly in­ 
dependent* countries of Asia 
and Africa. 
APART from a luncheon with 
President Kennedy in Wash­

Plea For Helicopter Link 
In Marin Merits Support 


Proposals for a helicopter link be­ 
tween the San Rafael area and the 
sprawling San Francisco airport would 
seem to make sense, and merit the sup­ 
port of forward looking civic groups. 
With the importance of air travel in 
our economy gaining momentum almost 
daily, and with rapid transportation a 
vital factor in the growth of every com­ 
munity, there is reason to believe that 
a large number of Marinites would wel- 
come the projected service. 
The sponsors, SFO Helicopters, Inc., 
had their day in court this week, in a 
formal hearing before the Civil Aero­ 
nautics board on the application for 
federal certification of the service. 
Helicopter service has been effective­ 
ly operated in several major cities of 
the nation. It could be a boon to air 
travelers of Marin County, who almost 
daily, embark on flights to Seattle, Los 
Angeles, the East Coast, and many for­ 
eign cities. 
It would provide Marin business men 
with fast, safe and comfortable travel 
between a Marin heliport and the inter­ 
national airport south of San Francisco. 
The cost of the service should be no 
barrier to air travelers. Considering the 
cost and time involved in driving to the 
San Francisco International Airport, 


and storing the auto, the whirly-bird 
commuters would about break even. 
Major airlines would certainly absorb 
part of the ’copter commuter cost, as 
they now do for travelers using the 
service from Berkeley and Oakland to 
the airport. 
Further, the 'copter link could meet 
the needs of Marin air travelers until 
such time as an airfield site could be 
selected, and an adequate operating 
plant built, which will have to be done 
before too many years. 
Meanwhile, a heliport could be oper­ 
ated on a small piece of land—possibly 
an acre or so, and facilities erected for 
as little as $10,000—just a small frac­ 
tion of cost of a modern airfield. 
Further evidence of the value of such 
service would extend to Marin residents 
is the fact that a number of people are 
driving to Berkeley to board the ’copter 
for the S.F. International Airport. And, 
after taking 15 or 20 minutes on the 
trek to Berkeley, they are reaching the 
big peninsula airfield in much less time 
than it would take to drive through San 
Francisco to the airfield at the height 
of traffic. 
We believe the project is sound, and 
hope that it will receive the blessing, 
and a green-light from Uncle Sam.

Internal Disputes Grip 
Rival Political Parties

SACRAMENTO (UPD — Cali­ 
fornia’s major political con­ 
ventions, now part of the rec­ 
ord book for 1963, showed 
one thing clearly: both Re­ 
publicans and Democrats have 
their interparty troubles. 
With the Republicans, the 
fight lines up party regulars 
against the conservatives. 
For the Democrats, it’s the 
professionals versus the vol­ 
unteers. 
One other obvious fact: The 
climb upward already is be­ 
ginning in both major parties 
for a successor to Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Browm, especially if 
he does not run for re-elec­ 
tion in 1966. 
Looking ahead 
only one 
year, this is the presidential 
situation: 
The Democrats confidently 
expect President John F. Ken­ 
nedy to bid for a second term 
and nobody anticipates a ma­ 
jor primary fight against him. 
The Republicans 
have a 
number of likely candidates 
—New 
York 
Gov. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller, Arizona Sen. Bar­ 
ry Goldwater, Pennsylvania 
Gov. William Scranton and 
Michigan Gov. George Rom- 
ney. 


WITHIN THE Republican 
Party, supporters of Rocke­ 
feller and Goldwater already 
are trying to test the senti­ 
ment. In the two major rounds 
already fought—in the Young 
Republicans organization and 
at the state central commit­ 
tee—it was a standoff, with 
each side winning a victory. 
A Goldwater for President 
group 
has 
begun 
moving 
around the state trying to get 
signatures on a petition to 
show the Arizona senator how 
much grassroots support he 
can expect should he bid for 
President. 
Former Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight opened a Rockefeller 
headquarters in Los Angeles 
but closed it within a couple 
of days at the request of the 
New York governor. 
State 
Sen. John F. McCarthy of San 
Rafael also has left no doubt 
that he’s a Rockefeller sup­ 
porter and hopes eventually 
to speak for the governor in 
California. 


ON THE BASIS of state­ 
ments from party leaders, 


both on and off the record, 
the 1966 governorship race 
in California lines up like 
this: 
—If Governor Brown tries 
for a third term — and no 
Democrat 
has 
ever 
been 
elected three times—he could 
very 
well 
have 
opposition 
within his own party in the 
Primary Election. 
—If Brown does not bid 
for another term, and many 
Democrats think he will not, 
there could very well be a 
bitter primary fight. It might 
be a four-way battle between 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh, Controller Alan Cran­ 
ston, Lt. Gov. Glenn M. Ander­ 
son and, possibly, Atty. Gen. 
Stanley A. Mosk. But there 
are persistent rumors that 
Mosk will be appointed to the 
State Supreme Court. 


—THE R E P U B L I C A N S 
hope during the next four 
years to develop a candidate 
for governor on their own 
side of the aisle. Sources look­ 
ing over the field come up 
with nearly a blank so far. 
But a few names have been 
tossed around — Former As­ 
semblyman Joseph C. Shell, 
Dr. Maxwell Rafferty, super­ 
intendent of public instruc­ 
tion, McCarthy and Casper 
W. Weinberger, a former as­ 
semblyman who now is the 
park’s 
central

THE L A R K S P U R City 
Council is at it again, though 
its meeting last week ran only 
three hours and 20 minutes 
contrasted to the Corte Ma­ 
dera Town Council session 
two nights earlier of four 
and one-half hours.

Councilmen Lesly A. Dave- 
ler and Robert J. Smith now 
are split with the others over 
a Larkspur retirement plan.

Forecast On End Of State's 
Government in U. S. Questioned 


WASHINGTON — In his 
new 
book, 
“The 
Coming 
World Transformation,” Prof. 
Ferdinand Lundberg of New 
York 
University, 
makes 
a 
forsecast which will startle 
and dismay most people. 
He sees the total disap­ 
pearance of state government. 
“Government in the United 
States,” he says, “will be com­ 
pletely centralized at the ex­ 
pense of local and state gov­ 
ernments; each state will be­ 
come an administrative de­ 
partment of Washington’s.” 
Ouch! 
We know, of course, that 
for the past 30 years — from 
F.D.R. to J.F.K.—there has 
been a massive flow of po­ 
litical power to the Federal 
government. But Prof. Lund­ 
berg is the first to foresee 
c o m p l e t e 
federalization, 
though most of us will not be 
around to check up on him. 
He gives his predictions a 
time span of 25 to 150 years 
to mature. 
Prof. Lunberg may not be 
wrong. 


THE TREND, which began 
by popular demand in the ter­ 
rible years of the depression, 
has 
continued 
almost 
un­ 
abated 
under 
both 
Demo­ 
cratic and Republican Presi­ 
dents. 
It has continued for two 
reasons: 
Because in our complex in­ 
dustrial society, many new 
social and economic problems 
have arisen which could only 
be met on a national basis. 
Because the state govern­ 
ments 
failed 
to 
perform 
needed 
and 
popularly 
de­ 
manded public services, and 
the voters turned to Washing­ 
ton. 


THE FIRST cause for the 
decline of state governments 
is a valid one. The second is 
reparable. 
I suggest that if there is to 
be any fair chance of avert­ 
ing Prof. Lunberg’s forecast, 
the governments of our 50 
states must put themselves in 
a better position to perform 
better services to their peo- 


pie than they are now doing. 
Fortunately, the foremost 
ingredients for creating ani­ 
mate, 
activist, 
responsive 
state governments is at hand 
—and already at work. This 
ingredient is the accelerated 
re-districting of the state leg­ 
islatures to remove the griev­ 
ous 
descrimination 
against 
urban voters. This was re­ 
quired by a Supreme Court 
decision little more than a 
year ago and recently reaf­ 
firmed in a ruling upsetting 
the 
county-unit 
system 
of 
counting votes in Georgia in 
statewide 
Democratic 
pri­ 
maries. 


ELECTIONS OR primaries, 
the principle is the same. The 
right to vote carries with it 
the right to have your vote 
count equally with every oth­ 
er vote. When it takes ten 
times as many voters to nomi­ 
nate or elect a candidate in 
Atlanta as it does in one of 
the rural Georgia counties, 
that is denying the right to 
vote by diluting it. 
In 
varying 
degrees 
this 
condition has prevailed in ev­ 
ery state for many years. Most 
state 
constitutions 
provide 
for redistricting the legisla­ 
ture every ten years in order 
to reflect changes in popula­ 
tion and its distribution. Most 
of the legislatures have ig­ 
nored this requirement. 
, How can the citizens of 
Burlington or Atlanta, or Los 
Angeles, or any biy city re­ 
frain from turning to Wash­ 
ington for some recognition 
of their needs when their 
state legislatures are stacked 
against them? 
Through the impact of the 
Supreme Court decision, 15 
state legislatures have been 
reapportioned in one year; 
17 others are at the point of 
reapportionment. 
When 
state 
legislatures 
again become responsive in­ 
struments 
of 
government, 
there will be a declining in­ 
centive—and need—for vot­ 
ers to turn to Washington be­ 
cause their votes aren’t be­ 
ing counted in their own 
states.

LEAD HEART 
The correct play is to lead a 
heart from dummy. When you 
win with the queen, lead a 
spade to dummy and repeat 
the finesse. Now you can draw 
trumps, giving up one trump 
trick in the process. 
This is all you lose, and your 
slam is safe. 
You go down if you rely on 
the queen of diamonds instead 
of the queen of hearts. After 
you have taken two successful 
finesses you still have to give 
up a diamond trick; you have 
done all your work for nothing. 


TWO REASONS 
What’s more, you can reach 
dummy only once for a heart 
finesse and you wind up losing 
tricks to both red kings. 
William Root, who presented 
this hand in the recent Inter­ 
collegiate Bridge Champion­ 
ships, gives two reasons for 
preferring the heart finesse: 
1. If the heart finesse works 
the contract is made. 
If the 
trump f i n e s s e works, the 
trumps must divide favorably 
as well. 
2. West might well hold off 
with the king of diamonds (if 
he had it) to induce South to 
waste an entry on a losing fin­ 
esse. 
West would have to be clair­ 
voyant to hold off with the 
king of hearts 
since 
South 
might have started with only 


two hearts, and West would 
then never get a trick with his 
king. 
In 
short, heart tricks are 
more permanent than diamond 
tricks and you’re less likely to 
be deceived by a tricky op­ 
ponent.

ATHENS, Greece (JO—Easter 
is the most colorful of Greek 
holidays. And the Lenten sea­ 
son that precedes it opens new 
vistas for gourmets. 
This year Greeks will cele­ 
brate their Orthodox Easter 
April 14, the same Sunday as 
the rest of the Christian world. 
Normally they lag by several 
weeks. 
Through the 48 days of Lent 
there is fasting. 


For the monks of Mount 
Athos and other monasteries 
that dot this Mediterranean 
country, it means a diet of 
hardly anything but boiled 
dandelions and wild moun­ 
tain grass. 


For others there are gastro­ 
nomic delights. 
A typical menu for fasting 
Greeks for Clean Monday, as 
the first day of Lent is called, 
consists of dishes fully ap­ 
proved by the 12-member Holy 
Synod, ruling body of the 
Greek Orthodox Church. 
The dishes are usually cold 
and can easily be packed into a 
picnic basket for the family 
sortie into the countryside. 
They must consist of plants or 
bloodless creatures. This ex­ 
cludes fish as well as meat, 
poultry and eggs. 


A Frenchman, hearing this 
while visiting Greece at the 
beginning of Lent, frowned 
and prepared himself for the 
worst. 


His Greek host served him 
vine leaves stuffed with rice, 
black and green olives, caviar, i 
boiled crab and lobster and 
oysters and clams. This was 
followed by octopus a la mar- 
sala, baby squid fried in olive 
oil, hearts of lettuce and spring 
onions and fish roe paste to be 
eaten with crisp, brown un­ 
leavened bread named lagana. 
Chilled 
white 
wine 
was 
served, and to top the meal, 


there was dessert consisting of 
halvah with almonds, raisins 
and shaltsounia — c r e s cent- 
shaped concoctions of mashed 
almonds and sugar sprinkled 
with rosewater and powdered 
with sugar icing. 


The 
Frenchman 
waved 
away fruit salad, and sighed: 
“Oue, a pity that Lent lasts 
only 48 days.” 


After gorging themselves on 
the opening of Lent, the Greeks 
generally eat no meat on Wed­ 
nesdays and Fridays and the 
religious fast seriously during 
the Holy Week. Most Greeks 
eat nothing on Good Friday. 
The evening of Good Friday 
there are religious processions 
from every parish church. The 
parish priest, attired in robes 
and mitre, is followed by a 
gilded, flower-bedecked cupola 
under which lies a white cloth, 
embroidered with the body of 
Christ in gold. 


Behind the religious proces­ 
sion trail the people, holding 
lighted candles. 


The most colorful of these 
processions takes place in 
Athens, when members of 
the 
Greek 
royal 
family, 
Greek government leaders 
and diplomatic corps, attend 
services at the cathedral with 
the Orthodox prelate presid­ 
ing. Street lamps are shroud­ 
ed in black veils as a sign 
of mourning for the Saviour. 
A band plays a 
funeral 
march. 


Churches throughout t h e 
land are packed with worship­ 
pers for Easter services. 


Easter Sunday the country is 
covered by a pall of smoke 
which might perplex travelers 
sailing along the coast. It is 
the cumulative effect of tens 
of thousands of baby lambs on 
a spit slowly roasting over open 
charcoal fires in almost every 
back yard and village square.

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M.GB — 
The nuclear and s p a c e ages 
have spawned a new breed of 
Air Force officers who man 
laboratories instead of war­ 
planes. 
Seventy per cent of the Air 
Force’s Nuclear Effects Re­ 
search Laboratory staff of 200 
is in uniform and half of those 
hold masters’ degrees or doc­ 
torates in several fields of 
physics. 
The nuclear laboratory at 
Kirkland Air Force Base also 
is brand new. 
The lab is ex­ 
pected to produce answers to 
such questions as what effect 
a nuclear explosion has on a 
rocket warhead in space; how 
vulnerable U.S. underground 


and

rocket science specialists — come into 
launching sites are and what the Air Force through college 
can be done to protect person­ 
nel. 


The lab now has 2.5 mil­ 
lion dollars’ worth of equip- 
m e n t to simulate nuclear 
shock and blast and more 
will be added. 


The man who keeps the lab 
well stocked with brain power 
is Col. David Jones, a veteran 
flyer with a scientific back­ 
ground which gives him an 
edge when recruiting newly 
graduated scientists.

Most of the blue suiters will 
spend only three years in the 
service. While the Air Force 
would like to keep many long­ 
er, perhaps as career officers, 
the three years is usually 
enough to produce useful re­ 
search, Jones says. 
“The Air Force 
research 
problems are attractive to new­ 
ly graduated scientists,” Jones 
says. Most can be solved within 
three years and a civilian core 
in the laboratory provides for 
continuity on some projects 
that take more time. 


In the Air Force, Jones 
says, the research personnel 
can expect to be given much 
more responsibility t h a n 
their beginner civilian coun­ 
terparts. 


To make the Air Force more 
attractive as a career field the 
attitude toward specialists is 
changing, Jones says. 
In the 
past there was little room for 
the specialist on the promotion 
ladder. He was confined to his 
specialty and within that spe­ 
cialty there was room for only 
so many generals, colonels and 
other ranks. 
“In the past an officer was 
expected to be qualified for 
any job.” Jones said. 
“But 
with warfare and weapons be­ 
coming more and more com­ 
plex, that can’t be true any 


more. 
Jones selects his researchers 
carefully. 
“The blue suiter 
plan,” he says, “won’t work 
without the right people.”

Emotional conflicts can disrupt life 
more completely than can many organic 
diseases. What are the most frequent 
causes of anxiety, frustration, and other 
forms of nervousness?

WHEN WE MARRY, we 
promise to love and honor, but 
a good many spouses don’t like 
each other after a year or two 
of marital bliss. But they stick 
together for various reasons. A 
man may be in constant torture 
when at home with his wife yet 
tells everyone how he adores 
her and how talented she is. 
This is overcompensation and, 
under hypnosis or the truth 
serum, he will admit it. 
But 
the majority bear their fate 
w i t h resignation or develop 
symptoms of tension. 
Three is a crowd is another 
factor. Many of the men and 
women who are involved in a 
love triangle suffer from feel­ 
ings of guilt. 
Sexual frustra­ 
tion is another cause of tension, 
provided it bothers the individ­ 
ual. Sex has been emphasized 
beyond reason by our enter­ 
tainment media, so that many 
people become unhappy about 
their humdrum lot.

Northgate Center Won't Make 


Ghost Town Of San Rafael

For every action there is an

proved true in urban growth 
and retail business develop­ 
ment where complications of 
downtown traffic and parking 
have given rise to the erection 
of huge shopping centers in 
areas 
removed 
from 
these 
problems. 
It doesn’t necessarily fellow 
that 
“downtown” then auto­ 
matically goes out of business. 
Actually it would be difficult I 
to find a place today where 
such a thing has taken place i 
unless other factors were in­ 
volved. The process of action 
and counteraction continues, j 
When traffic stresses are eased, \ 
a measure of patronage flows 
back and somewhere a “bal­ 
ance” is struck. 


DOWNTOWN San Rafael is 
no different in this respect 
than any other growing city 
that has had to face the same 
problem, and its merchants 
should not panic with thoughts 
of Northgate Shopping Center 
making it a ghost town. Stones- 
town did not scuttle San Fran­ 
cisco, and though the Empor­ 
ium built a new store in one 
it also started to negotiate re­ 
newal of its lease with the 
Parrott Estate in the other long 
before the expiration date. 
It was the observation of an 
executive 
of 
one 
incoming 
Northgate firm that the major 
occupants 
of 
the 
Stanford 
Shopping Center in Palo Alto 
should be looked upon as rep­ 
resenting potential tenants at 
Northgate. It's logical to as­ 
sume, 
therefore, 
that 
such 
names as Roos-Atkins, Hast­ 
ings, 1. Magnin, Joseph Magnin, 
Macy’s, Lerner and others are 
on the probability list. 
But University Avenue in 
Palo Alto (though wider than 
San Rafael’s Fourth Street) is 
still a busy thoroughfare and 


certainly 
devoid 
of 
neither 
shopping opportunities nor cus­ 
tomers. 
In spite of all its drawbacks, 
downtown San Rafael is still 
a habit and convenience spot 
for many Marinites. Merchants 
should 
not 
be 
complacent 
about it and the competitive 
challenge from Northgate may 
be just what is needed. 
It's 
still possible to hold on to a 
good share of the retail busi­ 
ness when thousands of people 
walk by their stores everyday 
by making values and buying 
attractive to them. 


SI RFWOOD 
ESTATES, 
a 
640-acre area south of Russian 
Gulf State Park and fronting 
on the Mendocino County coast 
is being developed in one-acre 
residental sites by a Marin 
group made up of Leslie Hood, 
David Van Pelt, Felix Warburg, 
Francis Newton. John Rock­ 
well, Leslie Smith, Joseph Bur­ 
ton and H. Nicholas Cam. 
The 
property, 
purchased 
around the first of the year, 
consists of 400 to 500 acres of 
level ground suitable for home- 
sites and the balance is forest. 
The group is setting aside a 
large parcel along the scenic 
ocean front for recreational de­ 
velopment, restaurant and inn 
and possible future quasi-com­ 
mercial use. A water system is 
now being developed from a 
creek on which water rights 
are owned.
